Craitor 
wins close 
race

Kim Craitor has done it 

The Liberal incumbent 
seeking his third term at 
Queen's Park, to represent 
the Niagara Falls riding was 
victorious in Thursday's elec- 

Craitor defeated 

Progressive Conservative 
candidate George Lepp by 
551 votes. 

With all 268 polls report¬ 
ing, Craitor was ahead of 
Lepp, with 16,721 votes com¬ 
pared to 16,170. 

NDP candidate Wayne 
Redekop was third, with 
12,233 votes. 

At his gathering in Niagara 
Falls, Craitor held back tears 
when he addressed a room 
full of supporters and media. 

"It's in my nature, I'm a 
very emotional person,” he 
said after delivering his vic¬ 
tory speech where he listed 
many individuals who helped 
him along the campaign 
trail. 

Since it was a much closer 
race this election, he knows 
he has to take a "strong mes¬ 
sage" back to Queen's Park 
that improvements need to 
be made in some areas still.

"There are some things 
our government has to 
do," said Craitor. 

In Fort Erie, the most 
prominent issue contin¬ 
ues to be health care and 
the freshly re-elected 
member of provincial par¬ 
liament hopes Kevin 
Smith, the supervisor that 
has been appointed to the 
Niagara Health System, 
will answer the many 
questions residents there

Like anyone else who 
followed the riding's 
results closely on election 
night, Craitor was most 
certainly caught up in the 
suspense when he and PC 
candidate George Lepp 
were very close for hours 
as the results slowly came 
in.

"I have to say, I was very 
nervous... and we had to 
wait until midnight to 
know what the results 
were," said Craitor. 

George Lepp, a farmer 
from Niagara-on-the-Lake 
was at the Scotiabank 
Convention Centre in 
Niagara Falls and spoke to 
the Times when final 
results had not been tal¬ 
lied, but when he was 
down by about 400 votes 
and results from about 30

"I can't understand why 
people want more of the 
same," said Lepp. 

"If they wanted change 
they would have voted for 
Tim Hudak and George 
Lepp." 

He agreed it was tight 
and suspenseful race...one 
he missed by only 551 

"We got the message out 


the best we could," said 
Lepp. 

As the results came in, 
NDP candidate and for¬ 
mer mayor Wayne 
Redekop thanked a group 
of about 50 family mem¬ 
bers, friends and election 
supporters in an intimate 
reception at the Italo- 
Canadian Club. 

"To have this many 
friends to commit to help¬ 
ing me achieve my dream 
is very touching." 

Even though he didn't 
come out on top, Redekop 
said he was still proud of 
everything he has accom¬ 
plished on the campaign 
trail. 

"I had said if I won the 
election, I won, but if I 
lost, I still won because I 
have all these wonderful 
friends who have support¬ 
ed me through the cam¬ 
paign." 

Redekop spoke to the 


Times about the election 
results and he said he is 
happy with what his party 
accomplished. 

"From the NDP's per¬ 
spective, we ran a cam¬ 
paign which focuses on 
people and staying on the 
high road. I'm pleased to 
say we did that." 

He said his party has 
managed to change the 
way people have voted in 
the election. 

"From what I've seen, 
the party has significantly 
increased in popular votes 
and seats. In the Niagara 
Falls riding there has been 
an increase of eight per 
cent to 30 per cent. We've 
made a big impact and 
that's what is important." 

Redekop is thankful for 
the opportunity to be the 
NDP's candidate for this 
year's provincial election, 
but he is not thinking 
about running in the elec-

The Liberals almost had 
a majority riding but fell 
one riding short and will 
have seated 53 MPP's at 
Queen's Park. The PC's 
had 31 candidates elected 
and the NDP's had 17.

Byrne Smith was fourth 
with 754 votes and 
Libertarian Adam Hyde 
was fifth with 214 votes. 

Family Coalition candi¬ 
date John Jankovic was 
sixth with 191 votes, while 
independent Jeannette 
Tossounian was seventh 
with 120 votes and inde¬ 
pendent Tim Tredwell was 
eighth, bringing in 111

While it’s nice to see yet 
another call centre move 
in above the bingo hall, 
(is that the third or fourth 
call centre to move in 
there in the last 15 years?), 
it simply astounds me that 
the author of the letter 
believes the Infocision 
Contact Centre “repre¬ 
sents a brighter employ¬ 
ment situation than any¬ 
thing we could expect to 
see from a costly new 
development such as the 
proposed Canadian Motor 
Speedway." 

The author goes on to 
say that since Infocision 
will be utilizing existing 
space, no costly infra¬ 
structure upgrades need 
to be paid for by the tax 
payer, something that 
would happen before the 
speedway project goes 

First, as a tax payer, I 
would rather see my tax 
dollars go to costly infra¬ 
structure upgrades in Fort 


Erie than 90% of where 
my tax dollars are going 
right now. 

Next, I can’t get too 
excited about any 
announcement that a new 
call centre is coming to 
town that plans on hiring 
dozens and expects to 
hire hundreds. 

It’s happened several 
times in recent memory 
and these call centres 
seem to be quite tempo- 

Has any of them lasted 
more than a couple years? 
Maybe in some places, 
but not Fort Erie. 

Don't get me wrong, I’m 
pleased that Infocision 
has created 35 jobs and 
plans on boosting that 
number to 100, but those 
minimum wage jobs are 
not even close, not in the 
same league, not even in 
the same universe as the 
hundreds, if not thou¬ 
sands, of well paying con¬ 
struction jobs that the 
CanadianMotor Speedway 
project will create. And 
once the speedway is up 
and running, there will be 
hundreds of full time and 
part time jobs in Fort Erie, 
not just at the speedway, 
but the surrounding local 
businesses that are exist¬ 
ing, and those that will be 


created as a result of this 
massive project. 

The Canadian Motor 
Speedway will attract 
thousands of people that 
will eat in our restaurants, 
stay at our hotels, shop at 
our stores, and perhaps 
visit our horse race track 
and beaches while they 

How many tourists will 
the call centre bring to 

owner in Fort Erie, and I 
welcome major develop¬ 
ment so my kids will have 
a future here. 

Unfortunately, a small 
group of residents want 
this town to be a BANANA 
Republic (Build Anything? 
Not Anywhere! Not 
Anytime!) I simply can’t 
understand the selfish 
mentality of the residents 
that want to keep Fort 
Erie a quiet, small pictur¬ 
esque town.

What does complicate 
things in a way, is how 
many of the volunteers 
are seniors and decide to 
travel south until the snow 
melts. At the same time, 
demand rises in the win¬ 
ter because less clients 
are able to get out and 
about to a local grocery 


Although the organiza¬ 
tion still operates after 40 
years with the same goals, 
it is increasingly difficult 
to manage without finan¬ 
cial contributions from 
the community. 

Service clubs who usu¬ 
ally donate are more fru¬ 
gal because of their own 
declining revenues, food 
prices are rising, along 
with the cost of containers 
food is stored in. 

Wisbey said the objec¬ 
tive is to keep prices for 
clients at where they are 
now, but this will only last 
for so long if contributions 
from elsewhere aren't 

"It's always a challenge," 
said Wisbey. 

"We are extremely reluc¬ 
tant to raise prices for our 
clients." 

Hot meals continue to 
prepared at Gilmore Lodge 
and administrator of the 
local nursing home Bev 
Goodman is pleased to be 
able to continue working 
with Meals on Wheels.

Our Focus: Your Future 
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Councillor needs more details about gaming license appeal

A report that gave council 
two options to move ahead 
with on the issue of a local 
non-profit group's bingo 
license has been tabled. 

Last month, the Friends of 
Crystal Beach (FOCB) had its 
bingo license suspended 
because of political content 
on its website, opposing the 
Town of Fort Erie’s partner¬ 
ship with a developer to build 
a 12-storey condominium 
project on the south side of 
Erie Road, an issue that has 
been on the forefront for a 


Following the Community 
Gaming and Development 
Corporation's decision to 
strip the FOCB of its bingo 
license because of its political 
motives, members of the 
group contested the decision 
through delegations at a 
council meeting and have 
since appealed the suspen- 

The discussion at Monday's 
council-in-committee meet¬ 
ing, dealt with what direction 
would be taken in the appeal 
process and the opportunity 
the non-profit group would 
be granted to explain its case. 

The first option was to 


appoint three members of 
council to a gaming appeals 
committee who would sit in 
on the process. 

The second, for council to 
recognize the need for an 
impartial party and direct the 
director of the Alcohol and 
Gaming Commission of 
Ontario (ACGO) to review 
and determine the group's 
eligibility to hold a lottery 
license. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts 
feels the second option would 
place restrictions ontheFOCB 
during the appeal process. 

"Do the FOCB have the 
opportunity to share their 
views?" he asked. 


"We're limiting their oppor¬ 
tunity to appeal," said 
Lubberts, who also feels the 
group should be given the 
chance to take a route they 
are prepared for and were 
under the impression would 
be taken on this matter. 

"I think we're obligated to 
allow them to go through the 
process they were expecting," 
added Lubberts. 

Town clerk Carolyn Kett 
explained the FOCB will have 
a chance to explain its stance 
on the issue and the end deci¬ 
sion will still be examined, 
despite how some members 
of council interpret the pro- 


"The ACGO may not use 
the term 'appeal' but they will 
review a decision," said Kett. 

The clerk also explained 
that the group is no longer 
able to raise funds or spend 
money raised with its bingo 
license while it has been sus¬ 
pended. 

The FOCB will be holding 
its annual five-kilometre run 
this weekend, therefore any 
costs related to the event will 
be taken from the group's 
general account and not its 
bingo funds, explained man¬ 
ager of community gaming 
and development Russ 
Wilson. 

He concurred with Kett's 


comments from Monday 
night, that if is apparent the 
group had used money from 
its bingo account, it could 
cause more issues. He also 
said the FOCB is aware of 
this. 

"It would be no different 
than any other organization 


any infraction... subsequent 
actions would follow," said 
Wilson. 

The report has been tabled 
until next Tuesday's regular 
council meeting, when 
Lubberts is hoping for an 
explanation from the ACGO 
about what the protocol for 
the review is.

Chief of the FEFD Larry Coplen, congratulated Puttick for his award, but mostly for the attitude and dedication 
he has as a firelighter. 

■He just does what he has to do, to get the job done,” said Coplen. 

Firefighters go through a rigorous training program and are always told to consider their own safety first, 
if adrenaline starts to take over on the scene of an accident or fire. The FEFD doesn't encourage reckless 

■There are instances that come up, that don't quite f into anything they’ve been trained to do,’ said Coplen. 
And in this case, Puttick went beyond what is expected of him and tor that he is being awarded. 

■There's no doubt about it, he put himself in harm's way to save this woman’s life,” said Coplen.

I f there is a profession admired by all, it has to be that of the fire-fighter. 
Indeed, nearly every time a public survey is conducted firefighters are 
certain to be at the top of the list. It’s enough to make any politician 
jealous... 

Firefighters belong to one of the few professions with a job description that 
includes the notion of risking one’s life. This is why firefighters have a heroic 
aura about them. Moreover, they are frequently the first responders to a 911 
emergency call for both fires and road accidents. The profession has become far 
more sophisticated in recent years. For example, certain fire services in large 
towns and cities can include up to 12 hierarchical ranks including firefighter, 


firefighter instructor, lieutenant, captain, etc. All officers wear helmets with 
distinctive colours and insignias identifying their rank. 

Most specialized schools across the country offer basic training. Once this level 
is achieved, new firefighters are able to widen their career opportunities by 
taking specialized courses, such as learning how to use hydraulic rescue tools, 
commonly called the Jaws of Life and operating a vehicle with an elevation 
platform. For those interested in this profession, it should be made clear that 
newly qualified firefighters do not have complete freedom of choice of where 
they can work. Laws, usually at the provincial level, oversee and regulate the

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An evacuation plan... it’s vital! 


More than 75% of deaths caused by fires take place in the home 
while inhabitants are asleep. Therefore, be absolutely certain 
that your family knows exactly what to do in an emergency. 
During Fire Prevention Week, held from October 3rd through to 
the 9th, create an evacuation plan and practice it a few times. 
First of all, make sure you are well equipped: Have some smoke 
detectors in good working condition near the bedrooms and on 
every floor and a fire extinguisher that you have learned to use. 
Make a diagram of your home and plan two exits for each 
bedroom. Identify a safe meeting place for everyone and decide 
in advance who will call 911, either from a cell phone or from 


the neighbours. 

The children have to understand that the priority is getting out 
of the house and that going back inside is not an option. Teach 
them how to leave safely — by checking to see if the door of 
their room is hot, then kneeling down and opening it slowly. 

If they cannot leave their bedroom, your children should open 
their window, hang out a piece of fabric and wait for someone to 
come and get them, always remaining where they can be seen. 
Practice your evacuation plan a few times, explaining to your 
children that this is a prevention tool and not something that 
should frighten them.

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New web site keeps university students safe from fire 


With another school year upon us, fire safety 
residences and off-campus housing is again front- 
and-centre at Canada’s universities and colleges. 
Knowfire.ca is a unique web site collaboration be¬ 
tween Brock University, Niagara College and all 
fire departments in the Niagara region created to 
inform students and parents about how to avoid, 
respond to - and escape from - fires that may 
occur. The collaborative community partnership 
was inspired by a fire that burned an off-campus 
rental property to the ground. All five students 



The www.knowfire.ca web site hosts a collection 
of videos produced by students, for students and 
their parents. Each presents a very real student 
fire scenario. Funds were raised through a pub- 
ivate sector partnership that saw companies 
as Kidde Canada and Duracell sign on their 
support. Response to the site has been tremen¬ 
dous across Canada and the United States. 

These four tips can help students avoid fire trag¬ 
edy: 

the premises: Test smoke and carbon 


escaped safely, in part due to a responsible landlord who had monoxide alarms and install fresh batteries. Ensure that there 
installed brand new smoke alarms before school started. is at least one smoke alarm on each floor of the building and 


outside sleeping areas. Installing a smoke alarm right in a stu¬ 
dent’s bedroom is also a smart idea. Know two escape routes 
from each room. 

2. Never tamper with alarms: Never remove a smoke alarm or 
its batteries. To deal with false alarms, install alarms that have 
a “Hush” button so the student can silence the alarm safely 
while the air cleats. 

3. Replace old alarms: Smoke alarms wear out. Replace all 
smote alarms over 10 years old - whether they are battery oper¬ 
ated or hardwired into the electrical system. 

4. Use flameless candles: For mood-lighting, use flameless 
candles instead of the real thing. Many student fires are caused 
by candles knocked over or left burning after everyone turns' 
for the night.

Friends and family are 
inviting everyone to help 
support a volunteer fire¬ 
fighter and youth services 
officer living in Fort Erie. 

Mark Lewis, 31, is bat¬ 
tling a rare form of cancer 
known as angio-sarcoma 
— his family and friends 
are rallying support for 
him as Mark is about to 


undergo four months of 
intensive chemotherapy 
starting this Tuesday. 

Angio-sarcoma is a form 
of cancer known for 
spreading quickly into the 
body's blood vessels and 
in the muscles — only 20 
to 30 people are diagnosed 
with it each year, Mark 
says. 

"Right now they're wor¬ 
ried about my lungs which 
is why I am headed for four 
months of very intensive 


chemo.” 

After having had multi¬ 
ple tests, Mark says doc¬ 
tors couldn't find anything 
wrong with him until he 
was given a biopsy on his 
spleen — that's when his 
cancer was found. Mark's 
spleen was removed 
because it had multiple 
tumors on it.. 

With two young chil¬ 
dren, Tyson, 7, and Carson, 
3, and his wife Alesha who 
is a stay-at-home mother, 
Mark works as a volunteer 
firefighter locally... and as 
a youth services officer at 
Roy McMurtry Youth 
Centre in Brampton to 
support his family. 

Mark's family has faced 
many challenges since he 
has been diagnosed 
because he is unable to 
work and neither of his 
positions offer benefits to 
cover his medical costs. 

“Two days before my 
surgery I was laid off from 


my position (as a youth 
services officer). I went 
from a full-time worker to 
non-steady hours and I 
can't work because I am 
sick. I'm not special by any 
means and I wasn't the 
only one that was laid off. 
It's just unfortunate tim¬ 
ing.” 

Mark's friends decided 
they needed to step up and 
help in any way they 

"My friends came to me 
and told me they thought 
it was ridiculous what had 
happened and they want¬ 
ed to help. They decided 
they wanted to throw a 
fundraiser for my family." 

Ryan Pollington has 
been a friend of Mark's for 
a long time and he's help¬ 
ing to plan a bar night with 
lots of games and fun in 
Hamilton on Oct. 15. The 
fundraiser will be held at 
the Lookout Lounge with 
doors opening at 7 p.m. 


Admission is $20 at the 

“There are still a lot of 
details up in the air, but 
there will be games, door 
prizes, a raffle, a silent 
auction and a DJ. We're 
trying to raise as much 
money as possible,” says 
Pollington. 

Donations can also be 
made to Mark in a bank 
account set up in his name 
at the Bank of Canada. 
Anyone can drop by the 
bank and donate money. 
The account number is 
5060900 and the transit 
number is 00482. 

The account will be 
closed after Oct. 15, but 
anyone who is interested 
in making a contribution 
can attend another fund¬ 
raiser hosted by the 
Firefighters of Crystal 
Beach in Mark's honour. 

The event is at the 
Crystal Beach Fire Hall on 
Nov. 11 with doors open¬ 


ing at 7 p.m. Admission is 
$5 at the door and includes 
entry for a door prize. 

There will be a licensed 
bar, raffles and a 50/50 
draw throughout the eve¬ 
ning. 

Mark says he hopes to be 
back working as soon as 
possible —both of his jobs 
are important to him 
because they allow him to 
give back to the commu¬ 
nity and help people. 

“I'm fighting, I'm doing 
whatever I can to get 
healthy again. I'm com¬ 
mitted to coming back to 
the best of my abilities and 
I am not letting this illness 
get me down.” 

Mark says he would like 
to thank all of his friends 
for their support because 
it means a lot to him. 

“I feel blessed. It makes 
me feel touched by all of 
the support and generosity 
and I appreciate all the 
people around me."

Development, Interference with Wetlands and Alterations to Shorelines 
and Watercourses Regulation (Ontario Regulation 155/06) 


In 2007, as part of the provincial government's Open for Business initiative, the Province established 
the Conservation Authority Liaison Committee (CALC). The CALC included representation from the 
building industry, agricultural organizations, municipalities, and environmental organizations. 

Due to feedback through CALC, it became evident to the provincial government, that amendments to 
both the Conservation Authorities Act and the Section 28 Regulations were required so Conservation 
Authorities would be better able to serve their clients more efficiently. 

The next step in this reform process is for each Authority to draft conforming amendments. In the 
Niagara Peninsula Conservation Authority's case this means an update to its own Section 28 
Regulation, being Ontario Regulation 155/06. 

It is important to note that these amendments are intended to be of an administrative and 
housekeeping nature and do not expand any regulatory authority or jurisdictional area of the 
Niagara Peninsula Conservation Authority (NPCA). 

The proposed Regulations Update is available for public review Monday to Friday from 9:00 am 
to 4:00 pm until October 28th. 2011 at Niagara Peninsula Conservation Authority Administration 
Office located at 250 Thorold Road West, 3rd Floor, Welland, ON L3C 3W2.
